The  death  rate  among  our  white  employees  from  the  United  States 
from  disease  was  3.25  per  thousand,  while  the  total  death  rate  for 
the  year  for  this  class  of  employees  was  5.52,  as  against  5.14  per 
Thousand  in  1911.  If  we  include  American  women  and  children, 
it  will  raise  the  death  rate  of  Americans  from  disease  to  4.22. 
Including  in  the  above  figures  the  officers  and  men  of  the  United 
■States  Army  and  Marine  Corps  stationed  on  the  (anal  Zone  and 
'heir  families,  the  death  rate  from  disease  is  lowered  to  3.86  per 
thousand.  The  death  rate  from  disease  in  our  Army  for  the  calen- 
dar year  1911  was  2.66  per  thousand.
